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The Greatest Battle of History 


A terrific battle is in progress at al! points of the west front from 
Cambrai to Verdun, a distance of 150 miles. From Ypres to the 
coast there is also heavy fighting. Allied progress and large takings 
of prisoners are reported all along the line. The magnitude of the 
operations and ferocity of the fighting would indicate an effort to 
secure a most important if not a final decision in favor of the Allies 
be “ore winter. 

It would almost seem that the attempt was being made to treat 
the German occupied territory of France and Belgium as a salient to 
be cut off by a Franco-American advance on the left bank of the 
Meuse. From Verdun to Holland, following the Meuse through Bel- 
gium, is approximately 150 miles. From the Meuse at the Belgian 
border to Ostend on the English channel ts about the same distance. 
To whatever degree the width of German occupied territory betweea 
Verdun and Holland can be narrowed the difficulties of transporta- 
tion from Germany to the west front are increased. The task of 
pushing north on the west bank of the Meuse was assigned to the 
main American force, with Gouraud’s French army ‘farther west, 
divided from the Americans by the Argonne forest and the head 
waters of the Aisne. The Germans are putting up the stiffest re- 
sistance of the war against thesc advances, for their success would 
mean the collapse of Germany’s whole campaign in France and Bel- 
gium. So that they shall not shuffle their men back and forth along 
the line, pressure is being applied at all points at once. Cambrai and 
St. Quentin, bulwarks of the Hindenburg line, are being more closely 
pressed than ever before, while progress is being made against the 
St. Gobain forest, which protects La Fere and Laon. The western 
part of the often fought over Chemin des Dames is in French hands. 
The tally of prisoners and positions taken in the hardest of hard 


| fighting indicates that the Germans are being outfought as well as 


outgeneraled. 

If the great salient of Belgium and occupied France is not cut 
off by the Franco-American advance, it may well be that the effort 
necessary to hold the base of the salient will weaken its front so that 
it can be broken and pushed back there. The fact that Cambrai and 
St. Quentin are expected to fall would seem to indicate this as the 
probable course of events. 

_ The Macedonian situation continues favorable. The reply of the 
Allies to Bulgaria’s peace proposals offers peace without annexations 
or indemnities and may be accepted by Bulgaria. In the meantime the 
Serbs are nearing Uskub in one direction and the Bulgarian border on 
the road to Sofia, the Bulgarian capital, on another.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—"At dawn this 
morning,” etates Haig's report tonight, 
“the battle successfully developed 
southward to the neighborhood of Bt. 
Quentin. It now extends over a front 
of nearly thirty miles from that town 
| to the Sensee river north of Cambrai. 

“On the extreme right the Twentieth 
corps launched an attack at 6:50 a.m 
across the Scheldt canal from Belilen- 
giise, inclusive, northwards, The 46th 
North Midland division, provided with 
lifebelts, mata, portable bridging ma- 
terials and rafts and under cover of 
a concentrated artillery and machine 
gun fire, stormed the main Hindenburg 
defences, which here runs along the 
eastern bank of the canal, 

‘Notwithstanding the depth of the 
water, the breadth of the canal and 
the strength of the enemy's defences, 
which included the village of Bellen- 
giise and numerous tunnels and con- 
crete works, this divisidn succeeded 
in capturing the whole German posi- 
tlon opposed to them. They then 
pressed today with great bravery and 
determination up to the slopes of the 
hills beyond the canal, taking many 
prisoners in the course of their ad- 
vance. 

‘“Bellengiise, Le Haucourt and 
Magny-La Fosse are now in our pos- 
session.

Carried in Quick Succession 
in Allied Rush Toward 
Cambrai 


BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARe 
TERS, Sept. 29.—((Reuter's.)-——This 
morning's attack by the fourth army 
| did not surprise the enemy, it having 
jbeen preceeded by a forty-eight hour 
bombardment. A large force of Am- 
erieans advanced first in weves and a 
big concourse of tanks moved forward, 
mainly on a six thousand yard front 
south of Vendhuille The weather 
was fine with a light mist. The Am- 
ericans, using Vendhuille Gap as & 
bridge, stormed forward, deploying in 
the #! of a fan. The division cross 
the waterway in magnificent style 
many men swimming under heavy ma- 
chine gun fire, and entered the village 
of Belle Eglise. 

As the morning advanced it became 
clear that the battle was developing 
into a fine victory. Le Catelet, the 
key position of the whole sector from 
| Bellicourt, to Banteux, was captured 
by 12 o'clock. We are astride the &t, 
Quentin-Cambrai railway in many 
places, thus seriously restricting the 
enemy's communications, Important 
fortified villages were carried in 
rapid succession, La Vacquerie, Nau- 
roy. Bony and Villers-Guisiain were 
taken early in the battle, while the 
Belgians further to the north entered 
lStaden and recaptured Houlthust vil- 
lage. We now hold the entire west 
Roosebeck-Passchendaele ridge sys- 
tem. 

The first phase ended at 9 o'clock

Captain G, D. Hunt, Alberta’s re- 
presentative of the Canada YFood 


| board, returned to the city Saturday 


morning from Winnipeg, where he 
had been attending a conference of 
the western representatives of the 
food control board. 

The main question under diseussion 
at this conference was fish and fish- 
eriea of the lakes of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. By the de- 
cision of the western representatives 
a maximum price paid by fish com- 
panies to fishermen was fixed, a slight 
increase being allowed them. The 
price at which companies may eell to 
wholesalers and that wholesalers may 
sell to retailer was also fixed. But 
no action was taken regarding the 
selling price by retailers to the con- 
sumers. 

Regarding what is called “domestic 
fishing” the conditions are unchang- 
ed, Private fishermen may eell to 
private consumers without a license, 
but must secure onp {f they sell to 
wholesalers or retallers, 

The price of fish to the consumer, 
thought Capt. Hunt, should not be any 
higher now than before, even though 
» slight increase in price has been al- 
lowed to the fishermen. He estimates 
that there is more fish in the lakes 
of Alberta now than ever before.

SOME 2,000 SHEEP 


At the sheep sale held {n Wetaskt- 
win Friday by J. T. Heninger of 
Lethbridge only about 300 were sold 
by auction, four or five hundred were 
sold afteryards by private sale and the 


whole of the remainder of 2,000 went 
to Simon Downie and sons of Car 
stairs the following morning, 

The sheep were offered by auction 
by George L. Owens of Wetaskiwin, 
but after about 300 had been sold Mr. 
Heninger realized that the buyers were 
not ready to pay the price he believ- 
ed the sheep to be worth, so withdrew 
the remainder from sale. A reserve of 
$16 had been placed on the ewes, but 
on a request that the sale be thrown 
open again the owner offered a flat 
|} rate of $15.50 to any who wanted to 
| buy, and also gave the same price to 
those who had already bought in 
|sheep by auction at $16 and $16.25. 
Another 300 or 400 were sold after the 
regular sale in this way and the fol- 
lowing morning Fred Downie arrived 
in town and bought the rest of the 
lot, some 1,300. 

About 700 were sold at $16.50 that 
day, bringing in $10,850. 

These sheep were brought up from 
the Lethbridge ranch about six weeks 
ag© on account of the drouth in the 
south country, and Mr. Heninger ts 
very sincere in his praise of the fod- | 
der for sheep as supplied in this coun- | 
try. He believes there are thousands 
of gold dollars going to waste here 
) y year by reason of their being no 
5 Pp on these splendid pastures, ant 
believes that in a few years this part 
of the country will be dotted with 
small sheep ranches. He did not hes- | 
itate to say that the sheep had done 
better up here than in the south 
country, and the lambs were a_ third 
larger. 

His only reason for shipping back 
south for the winter was to have al! 
his stuff under the one head, and he 
had accumulated there almost enough 
feed for the winter. Mr, Heninger 
has just bought out a couple of ran- 
ches on Kipp Couflee belonging to the 
Rutherford Bros, and taken over about 
4,000 sheep with these ranches. 

His sheep were Practically all 
young ewes. There were about fifty 
pure bred Shrop rams which he sold 
privately at an average of $85. 

The ewes were mostly a Lincoln and 
Shrop cross with the Ramelet, and 
were bred up to about three-quarters 


and seven-eighths on the heavier 
type. The sheep were not looking 
their best. having been driven in 


overland the twenty-two miles thro 
the mud, and this may have detenna | 
from buying some farmers used to 
the longer form sheep, 

The principal reason would seem 
to have been, however, that the sale 
had not been advertised for a suffl- 
ciently long time, and that the farm- 
ers were still more or less uncertain 
as to the outcome of their harvest.

TWIN CITY COAL CO. 
AND MINERS WAGES 
Editor The Bulletin, 

Sir,—-We have read in your ‘Mall 
Bag” a lictter signed “Miner,” refer- 
ring to the wages earned at the Twin 
City mine 

While it is not our practice to give 
out information as to the wages earn- 
ed by our men, ther: appears to be 
such an erroneous impression created 
on reading this letter that we can- 
not lec this pass without comment. 

Taking the paragrajhs as they 
come we would like to say that we 
should make a good 
ware; a wage that will enable him 
to live c.mfortably and have in ad- 
dition a surplus to meet unknown 
contingencies. We also believe that 
owing to the extra risk ‘hat is in- 
separable to working in mines, fur- 
ther payment can only be regarded 
as a man's just due. 

Regurding the method of payment 
adopted by us, which is also a com- 
mon method through the province, 
the miner is paid on a lump coal 
basis; the object of this is to en- 
eourage «a miner to dig his coal as 
skillfully as possible, produce a large

grade or as much lump as possible. 
By this aystem of payment, a good 
miner will get more recompense for 
his labor than a poor ainer. 

In practice we fina that of the 
coal mined from 28 to 34 per cent 
falls through the screens before 
weighing and not 60 per cent as 
claimed by “Miner.” 

“Miner” makes the atatoment that 
deducting cost of explosives leaves 
him something like 40 cents per ton. 
We find, according tu our pay rolls, 
that for the period August 16th to 
Sist, 1918, the amount of jump coal 
mined by contract men was 543% 
tons, and that the cost to them for 
powder was $83.34; about 15 cents 
per ton and not 50 cents aa intimated. 
Hiere again an efficient miner will 
use less explosives than a poor and 
careless miner, 

As regards wages pald to contract 
miners we find that from August 1st 
to August 16th, 1918, our miners 
made for contract mining $724.72, 
less $69.67 for powder rives $655.15 
net for 88 38-8 eight-hour = shifts, 
which works out to an average of 
$7.45 per shift. This figure as against 
$3.99 quoted by “Miner.” 

The high.st paid miner in this 
period received the following, $118.82, 
less $9.07 for powder, making 
$104.75 net, which gives him an 
average day wage of $9.01 a shift. 

We would like it to be distinctly 
understood that we are not com- 
plaining about these wages. 

The MinersgUnion was received by 
us with every good feeling and there 
is no dispoeition on our part to enter 
| into .¥ controversy with our em- 
| ployees. We are glad to have miners 
who can run up a good wage as he is 
our greatest asset.
